In 1824, m English maeon wanted to

"Beating The Tocsin Again 


TN A recent issue The Akron Beacon Journal shows the 
1 fallacy of war from a commercial and financial view- 
point. 
It bases its conclusions on a series of articles 


written for the Japanese press by Captain Mizuno, a 
military expert, but the same conclusions showing the 
futility of war between the United States and Japan are 
equally applicable as to war between any two powers. 


America revelled in business expansion and easy 


wealth for years, and even after she became an active 
participant in the great struggle. But the fact is * lowly 
dawning upon Americans that every cent of this alleged 
"easy money" is being dissipated. 
In the long run even 


non-combatants will be compelled by the inexorable 
coune of events to disgorge all the wealth they pile up 
thru the misery and wantonness of war. The Beacon 
Journal editorial in full follows: 


A Tokio dispatch to the Beacon Journal quotes Yukio 


Oaski, member of the Japanese diet and one of the origi- 
nal endorsers of the Washington disarmament conference 
as expressing deep regret over American appropriations 
for additional Pacific defenses. 
He thinks the effect o» 


these appropriations will be to kill all hope of curtailing 
Japan's navy and army budgets at the forthcoming ses- 
sion of that nation's parliament. 
He is surprised that 


cordial approval given the Washington conference agree- 
ments by Japan did not drive out of the American mind 
suspicions of Japanese desire to possess the Philippine 
islands and control the Pacific. 
Deputy Osaki makes a 


flat denial of the claim that Japan wants the Philippines. 
"Nobody wants islands that are causing so much trouble 
to the United States," he says. 
"We suspect that vast 


commercial interests in America are responsible for this 
move on the part of Washington. It is absolutely con- 
trary to the Washington conference treaties." 


Altho the military party in Japan will use the Pa- 


cific appropriations as excuse for putting their own gov- 
ernment to larger expense for war preparations, they 
may have difficulty carrying popular sentiment with 
them. Captain Mizuno, a Japanese military expert, has 
published a series of articles in the Japanese press warn- 
ing hia countrymen against the folly of courting a war 
with the United States. He has taken special pains to 
combat the view held by many Japanese soldiers and 
jouralists that "war with the American republic would 
be a mere military parade leading to a swift and certain 
triumph." 


He admits that the World war brot prosperity to 


Japan, but this was due to her limited share in the con- 
flict and to the fact that for several years she enjoyed a 
virtual monopoly in certain markets where Britain and 
German competition had previously been keen. The per- 
iod from 1914 to 1919 was indeed the golden age of 
Japanese industry, and this explains why so many peo- 
ple there are under the impression that war is a lucrative 
operation. It is to correct this false impression that Cap- 
tain Mizuno is eager to show that war with the United 
States would be utterly ruinous to the trade of Japan. 


For example: 
Of the $260,000,000 worth of raw- 


silk and silk goods exported in the year 1921, 82 per 
cent went to America. 
Consequently, the closing of this 


market would react with crushing effect on the silk in- 
dustry, reducing it to absolute ruin. 
During the same 


year cotton yarn and cotton goods to the value of nearly 
1150,000,000 were exported, and practically the whole of 
this trade would vanish if, as is most probable, Japan's 
supply of raw cotton ceased with the coming of war. 
Silk and cotton exports represent between them 66 per 
cent of her total export trade, two-thirds of which would 
thus be lost at a stroke. 


Actually the loss would be far greater, for a consid- 


erable part of the goods she sells in the Asiatic, Indian 
and European markets is manufactured from raw mater- 
ials imported from America. At a liberal estimate she 
would stand to lose 75 per cent of her export trade in the 
erent of war with America, and what remained could 
only be carried on if her merchant shipping were unmo- 
lested in European waters as well as in the eastern seas. 
If, on the other hand, American cruisers were at all act- 
ive, her foreign trade would come to an absolute stand- 
still. The results of this economic paralysis would be in- 
finitely more serious to Japan nowadays than might have 
been the case a decade since, for during the interval a 
much larger proportion of her population has come to 
be dependent on foreign trade for its subsistence. 


Many millions of work people would be thrown out 


of employment, with no prospect of immediate relief, and 


something like social chaos would ensue. The militarists 
who argue that loss of money and trade do not necessar- 
ily incapacitate a nation from making war have entirely 
misinterpreted the lessons of the world conflict. As Cap- 
tain Mizuno reminds them that would only be true of a 
nation whose credit was such as enabled it freely to bor- 
row money abroad, or which was independent of foreign 
countries for its supply of raw materials and food. 
Japan's credit may be good enough under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, but would it be likely to survive the terrific 
strain of a war with the United States? It is not only in 
Europe, India and Australia that American money would 
be used to buy up the commodities of which Japan stood 
urgently in need. 
It could even reduce the volume of 


supplies from China by purchasing goods thru neutral 
agencies in that country. 


Japan would require large quantities of oil for her 


fleet, but what chance would she have of securing them 
in the teeth of American competition? 
And how much 


wool could she obtain from Australia if American pur- 
chasers, with unlimited funds at their back, raised her 
on every bid? In conclusion, Captain Mizuno urges that 
the whole problem of Japan's position in case of war 
with America be reconsidered by expert economists, who 
are better qualified than soldiers to forecast the issue of 
a struggle, which would be decided largely, if not main- 
ly, by economic forces. If the matter is left entirely in 
the hands of the military men, he thinks disaster will be 
inevitable, for they are chiefly concerned to protect their 
own position and influence by maintaining armies and 
fleets of unnecessary strength. He says, in effect, that 
the nation cannot trunt its military leaders after 
the 


proofs of incompetence they have given by drawing up 
a program of defense '."hich is demonstrably unsound.
